ABOUT OUR FORMER 
STUDENTS 

Christy and Terry Guin are like many young 
couples today. Although they live in Gordo, 
Alabama, they commute each day to work. 
Terry works at the Oneita plant in Fayette, 
and Christy is employed by Southland 
National Insurance Agency in Tuscaloosa. 
Before leaving for work each day, the Guins 
have to take their active 17-month-old 
toddler, Megan, to day care. 

The Guins have another problem they must 
also overcome each day. Christy and Terry 
Guin are deaf. Terry speaks in sign language 
while Christy reads lips. Their daughter, 
Megan, does not have a hearing problem. 

However, Christy’s inability to hear has not 
hampered her in achieving her career goals. 
Ten years ago she graduated from Shelton 
State Community College with an associate 
degree in office administration. 

According to Shelton instructor Lyda Black, 
her teachers at the college worked with 
Christy in her studies. “She could read lips, 
and we sat her on the front row of the class. 
Of course, we had to talk slow enough for 
her to comprehend what we were saying,” 
Black said. 

Christy attended Shelton when the 
technical programs were housed on the old 
Fifteenth Street Campus. “The instructors 
at Shelton were very helpful," Christy said. 
“I've always liked to do things quickly with 
my hands. The only problem I ever 
encountered was that people would 
sometimes talk too fast for me to read their 
lips.” 

“Mrs. Black also helped me find this job at 
Southland National. I started working at 
first in the file room. Today I'm a data 
processor,” Christy said. 

According to Bob Rust, vice president for 
Southland National, Christy is a real asset to 
the company. “We're proud of what she 
does. She has great skills and a wonderful 
work ethic. Her hearing problem has not 
hampered her at all,” Rust said. 

“Hey,” Rust adds, “I tell Shelton all the time 
to just send me more like her.”
